Obey  Less  Obvious 

This  can  be  accomplished  by 
obedience  to  the  Word  of  Wis- 
dom, payment  of  tithing,  as  well 
as  by  obedience  to  the  less  ob- 
vious principles  of  the  gospel. 

"Honor,  integrity,  patriotism 
are  more  difficult  to  evaluate. 
They  represent  the  sterner  stuff 
qf  the  gospel,”  he  said. 

Love  the  Lord 

He  urged  members  to  love  the 
Lord  and  to  love  their  neighbor, 
for  on  these  two  commandments 
hang  all  the  laws  and  the  com- 
mandments. 

He  noted  that  we  are  prone  to 
love  the  flattery  of  those  who 
praise  us,  but  we  find  it  diffi- 
cult to  listen  to  those  who  crit- 
icize us. 

Affairs  of  Society 

“It  is  the  duty  of  every  Lat- 
ter-day Saint  to  be  interested  in 
the  affairs  of  society.  Everyone 
should  be  more  diligent  in  civic 
participation.  He  can  find  time 
to  do  these  things  if  he  will  or- 
ganize himself  in  every  needful 
way,”  the  speaker  said.

Two  entomologists  at  Brigham 
Young  University  have  ticks  — 
thousands  of  them.  They’ve  been 
collecting  them  for  ten  years. 

But  the  collection  of  Dr.  Dor- 
aid  M.  Allred  and  Dr.  D Elden 
Beck  is  not  a mere  hobby — as 
some  people  collect  postage 
stamps,  spoons,  and  coins — it  is 
part  of  an  extensive  research 
project  involving  the  identifica- 
tion and  classification  of  differ- 
ent species  of  ticks  existing  in 
Utah. 

THE  LAST  THREE  years  of 
research  have  been  sponsored  by 
the  National  Institute  of  Health. 
The  scientists  have  been  assisted 
by  a staff  of  graduate  assistants. 

Why  study  ticks?  “It’s  basic 
research,”  answered  Dr.  Allred. 
“Before  we  are  able  to  curb  the 
diseases  ticks  transmit  to  men 
and  animals  we  must  first  know 
which  ticks  carry  what  diseases 
and  be  able  to  identify  each  spe- 
cies in  any  stage  of  its  life  cycle.” 

IS  IT  HARD  to  catch  a tick? 
“Hard!”  cried  Dr.  Allred,  “Like 
finding  a needle  in  a haystack, 
maybe  harder.” 

“You  see,”  began  the  entomol- 
ogist, “ticks  live  on  other  ani- 
mals— mice,  rats,  rabbits,  chip- 
monks,  squirrels,  and  many  oth- 
ers. So  before  we  can  catch  a 
tick  we  must  first  catch  a host 
animal,”  Dr.  Allred  went  on. 
“This  involves  skill  in  trapping.” 

AND  IT  ALSO  involves  a 
knowledge  of  the  animals  on 
which  ticks  live — their  habitats, 
eating  habits,  preferred  terrain, 
etc. 

“Then  too,  ticks  are  inclined 
to  be  selective.  They  won’t  live 
on  just  any  old  animal.  So  we 
have  to  know  which  creatures 
ticks  prefer,”  observed  the  BYU 
professor. 

“Catching  the  animals  is  a 
challenge  in  itself,”  he  volun- 
teered, “our  trapping  average 
runs  about  10  per  cent,  but  some- 
times we  set  out  300  or  400  traps 
and  get  only  one  or  two  animals, 
sometimes  none  at  all. 


“THEN  UPON  examining  the 
animals  we  find  that  only  some 
of  them  have  ticks.  We  have  to 
be  very  careful  in  trapping  these 
animals,  preferring  to  catch  them 
alive,  as  some  ticks  are  smart 
enough  to  jump  off  their  host 
when  danger  approaches.” 

“It’s  remarkable  how  clever 
some  ticks  are,”  Dr.  Allred  said, 
“Some  live  exclusively  in  the 
nests  of  animals  which  make 
their  home  in  the  ground. 

“When  the  animal  leaves  its 
nest  the  ticks  jump  off.  Getting 
to  the  ticks  in  such  a place  with- 
out disturbing  the  nest  by  spill- 
ing dirt  into  it  is,  to  put  it  mildly, 
challenging.” 

DR.  ALLRED  said  that  finding 
and  capturing  ticks  is  not  the 
most  difficult  part  of  the  study. 
“The  hardest  part  is  getting  an 
accurate,  scientific  description  of 
the  life  cycle  of  each  species  of 
tick  we  are  studying.

West  High  Coach  Get 
Cougar  Baseball  Reins 


“I  come  to  bury  Caesar,  not  to  praise  him.” 

When  I listen  to  the  comments  of  the  fickle  football  fan  of 
BYU  I’m  reminded  of  the  courtyard  of  ancient  Rome,  when 
twice  in  a single  day  the  tide  of  public  opinion  was  tossed  as 
waves  driven  by  the  wind;  by  the  noble  Brutus  and  Marcus 
Antonius. 

“The  evil  that  men  do  lives  after  them;  the  good  is  oft  in- 
terred with  their  bones.”  I remember  when  Harold  Kopp  got 
his  first  look  at  the  BYU  studentbody.  It  was  at  a pep  rally  the 
night  before  the  Utah-BYU  football  game  in  1956.  It  was  love 
at  first  sight  as  th$  big  Rhode  Islander  was  literally  moved  to 
tears  by  the  support  that  the  students  were  giving  a team  that 
was  destined  to  be  underdog  in  every  game  they  played  that 
year. 

“This  is  the  greatest  studentbody  in  the  world,” 
Kopp  exclaimed  that  night,  “and  you  deserve  a winning 
team.”  The  following  evening  Prince  Hal’s  paper-thin  Cou- 
gars were  so  fired  up  they  played  mighty  Utah  on  even 
footing  for  three  quarters  before  the  Utes’  superior  depth 
turned  it  into  a fourth  quarter  rout. 

I was  one  of  thousands  who  braved  the  snow  and  rain  that 
cold  afternoon  in  late  October  when  Kopp’s  Cougars  unveiled 
an  offence  that  made  Jack  Curtis’  famed  “smorgasbord”  look 
like  bread  and  butter' to  trounce  a favored  New  Mexico  team 
33-12  and  give  us  a happy  Homecoming. 

Later  that  first  season  BYU  out  played  undefeated,  untied 
Wyoming  and  held  All-American  Jim  Crawford  to  a minus  8 
yards  rushing  the  first  half  only  to  lose  on  a pass  interception, 
7-6.  On  that  bright  day  fans  gathered  around  the  locker  room 
and  hailed  Kopp  as  the  Romans  did  Caesar  at  the  Lupercal  when 
they  “thrice  presented  him  a kingly  crown.” 

In  the  years  that  followed,  BYU  football  fans  never 
had  it  so  good.  We  had  two  winning  seasons  back  to  back, 
this  in  itself  set  a president.  We  beat  Utah  for  the  first 
time  in  16  years.  We  beat  Utah  and  Utah  State  in  the  same 
season  for  the  first  time  in  history,  and  we  beat  Denver  at 
Denver’s  Homecoming,  also  never  before  accomplished  by 
a BYU  football  team.  This  is  not  to  mention  that  we  actual- 
ly played  in  a championship  game. 

“Render  unto  Caesar  that  which  is  Caesar’s.” 

I’m  not  saying  that  we  don’t  have  brighter  days  ahead;  in 
fact  Tally  Stevens’  version  is  a good  bet  to  get  us  that  long 
awaited  first  championship  this  season.  But  as  you  live  your  rich 
football  “legacy”  in  the  future,  give  credit  where  credit  is  due. 
“You  all  did  love  him  once — not  without  cause.”
